NEW YORK, April I — (UP) — 
Suggestions th at H erbert Hoover 
m ight aspire to the presidency in 
1940 were found today in his 
speech before the council on for­ 
eign relations. 
The former president, in w arn­ 
ing against alliances with other 
democratic nations, discussed at 
length last night his own experi­ 
ence in international affairs and 
defined 
his 
plans 
for 
keeping 
America out of war. 
He criticized President Roose­ 
velt’s policy sharply, especially his 
now famous Chicago speech about 
a “quarantine” on aggressor na­ 
tions. 
Mr. Hoover warned that 
“if the world is to keep the peace, 
it m ust keep peace with dictator­ 
ships as well as with popular 
governments.” 
There was speculation in both 
Republican and Democratic circles 
today as to whether Mr. Hoover 
might have been suggesting that 
he was best qualified to direct the 
nation’s affairs after 1940 when 
foreign relations will be increas­ 
ingly important. 
The council on foreign relations 
which he addressed is fund a men- j 
tally non-partisan. 
Mr. Hoover 
was introduced by Norman H. 
Davis, Mr. Roosevelt’s ambassador 
at large.

WASHINGTON, April I—(UP) 
The new farm act describes com 
as a “basic source of food for the 
nation” and provides for establish­ 
ment of an ever-normal granary 
for storage of reserve supplies. 
The price paid by consumers for 
meat, and the price received by 
fainters, are directly affected by 
the supply and price of corn. 
About 88 per cent of the average 
corn crop is fed to livestock in­ 
tended for human consumption. 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry 
A. Wallace said the program en­ 
ables storage of 
300.000,000 
to 
400.000.00 bushels of com 
and 
will eniminate the extreme swings 
in prices and supplies due to short 
and bumper crop years. 
Fluctuation Wide Recently 
Corn production has fluctuated 
widely in recent years. 
Severe 
drought in 1934 and 1936 cut pro­ 
duction to almost half of normal. 
Corn prices became abnormally 
high. 
Farmers sold their brood 
stock, creating a shortage that 
still exists. 
High meat prices resulted from 
livestock shortages due to the 1934 
and 1936 droughts. When a normal 
crop was produced last year, corn 
priced dropped 5 percent because 
of a deficiency of livestock for 
feeding. 
The 1937 corn crop totaled 2,- 
640.000.000 bushels, almost 75 per 
cent above the 1936 crop of 1,529,- 
000,000 bushels. 
The nation nor­ 
mally consumes about 2,350,000,- 
000 bushels. 
The act provides for corn acre 
age allotments only in the 12 
states producing corn principally 
for markets. 
About 45 percent of 
all com is grown in those states. 
For 1938, Wallace allocated 40,- 
491,279 acres of the national total 
of 95,000,000 acres to producers in 
566 counties. 
Iowa Tops List 
Acreage allotments to commer­ 
cial corn states were Illinois, 7,- 
348,396; Iowa, 9,249,259; Nebraska, 
6,757,354; Indiana, 3,456,213; Kan­ 
sas, 2,108,602; Minnesota, 3,319,- 
803; Missouri, 3,267,088; Ohio, 2,- 
521,779; Michigan, 233,791; Ken­ 
tucky, 150,390; South Dakota, 1,- 
635,000 and Wisconsin, 452,810. 
State allotments will be appor­ 
tioned among counties on the basis 
of production during the past IO 
years and to farmers on the basis 
of tillable acreage, crop rotation 
practices and previous plantings. 
Farmers who plant within their 
acreage allotment and who fulfill 
soil conservation requirements in 
the AAA program will receive sub­ 
sidy payments of IO cents a bushel 
on the normal yield of the alloted 
acreage. 
iFarmers who plant between 80 
percent and IOO percent of their 
allotment will receive full payment 
on the basis of IOO percent of the 
allotment. For plantings below 80 
percent the payment will be 125 
percent — 12.5 cents a bushel — 
on the normal production of the 
planted acreage. 
Penalty Tax 50 Cents 
A penalty of 50 cents a bushel 
on the normal yield of each acre 
planted in excess of the allotment 
will be deducted from subsidy pay­ 
ments. If the penalty exceeds the 
amount due in benefits no effort 
will be made to collect the excess. 
The Secretary of Agriculture is 
required to announce acreage al­ 
lotments not later than Feb. I of 
the calendar year of the crop. He 
must allow for an acreage which, 
with average yields, will produce a 
supply of 2,600,000,000 bushels, in­ 
cluding carry-over from the previ­ 
ous year. 
If ,on Sept. I, it appears that the 
supply will exceed 2,800,000,000 
bushels, the secretary must call a 
referendum on marketing quotas. 
If two-thirds of the growers in the 
12 corn states — the only ones 
eligible to vote — approve quotas 
they will apply to marketings in 
commercial com counties. 
If quotas are in effect a penalty

Correct cutting of asparagus 


SOON IT WILL BE the aspara­ 
gus season, and the pleasure of 
bringing in fresh asparagus from 
one's own vegetable garden can be 
enhanced if the proper cutting 
method is used. 
As the asparagus has so many 
stalks, some which appear above 
the soil, and others hidden below, 
great care should be taken when 
cutting off one stalk not to injure 
several other hidden ones at the 
same time. 
It is best, therefore, to use a 
proper asparagus cutter, 
rather 
than a kitchen knife. 
Keep the 
V-shaped blade of the asparagus 
cutter clean "and sharp so it will 
cut, rather than tear or chew off 
the stalk. 
The correct use of the asparagus 
cutter is shown in this Garden-

MEXICO CITY April, I . - (U P) 
- The government, thus far un­ 
mindful of official foreign protests 
against the seizure of privately- 
owned properties, w ent into the 
oil business today. 
Announcement of the form ation 
of the National Oil E xporting com­ 
pany, to adm inister foreign sales 
of Mexico’s oil supply, w as made 
coincidentally 
with 
reports th a t 
two American oil prom oters had 
conferred with President Lazaro 
Cardenas. 
Organization of the sales com­ 
pany indicated th a t the govern­ 
ment was ready to talk business. 
In addition, a special session of 
congress was called for April l l 
to consider em ergency legislation 
made necessary by expropriation 
of $400,000,000 worth of foreign- 
owned oil properties and suspen­ 
sion of the United S tates silver 
purchasing agreem ent. 
Americans Involved 
The 
Americans reportedly in­ 
volved were Francis W. Rickett, 
who negotiated a contract for an 
oil concession in Ethiopia shortly 
before the Italian conquest, and 
Bernard E. Smith, a New York 
Stock broker. Both w’erc scheduled 
to fly to Chicago today. 
Rn kett, who has a reputation 
of^bcing somewhat of a m ystery 
men as a promoter, was noncom- 
mital when interviewed, 
saying 
‘‘everywhere I go X X X it is im ­ 
agined th a t I am involved in all 
kinds of deals.” 
Sm ith refused 
to talk. 
Meanwhile, the 17 American and 
other foreign oil companies whose 
properties were seized announced 
that 
they 
were ready to fight. 
They planned 
to file injunction 
proceedings seeking to declare the 
expropriation law. under which the 
oil properties were seized, unconsti­ 
tutional. 
Another injunction 
to 
force 
revocation 
of 
Cardenas* 
March IS exporpriation decree also 
will be sought. 
A ttorneys for the companies a s­ 
serted they would fight the cases 
to the supreme court, if necessary. 
They said that there were num er­ 
ous grounds on which to challenge 
the constitutionality of expropria­ 
tion. 
These included an assertion 
th a t 
the 
Mexican 
constitution 
m akes no provision for the govern­ 
ment going into business and th a t 
the new sic up creates a monopoly, 
also contrary to the constitution. 
The period for beginning injunc­ 
tion proceedings ends legally 15 
days after the issuance of a de­ 
gree, 
Thus, Satu rday will he the 
last day 
on which the companies 
take action.
